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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Xie et al. does not teach or 
suggest monitoring individual fuel cell voltages to determine whether the individual voltages are in danger of reversal to a negative 
potential. Examiner states that the Xie et al. reference teaches in column 2 lines 63-67 and column 3 lines 1-18, a 
controller/microprocessor device providing individual cell voltage monitoring capability, a precision reference voltage and comparator 
functionality. Xie et al. teaches in column 3 lines 22-20, monitoring the voltage of each cell, comparing it to a reference voltage and 
disconnecting the load in response to the voltage falling below the preset level The claim language of Claim 1 , requires the voltage 
monitoring circuit measuring the individual voltages of said one or more individual fuel cells and monitors whether any of said voltages are 
below an operating point voltage "or" are in danger of reversal to a negative potential. Therefore, the examiner maintains the rejection. 
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
